The Great Northern Theater was the scene 
of a sensation last night when the Boston 
Lyric Stock company refused to go on the 
stage with green stage hands. Manager 
William A. Tompson made a speech to set 
himself and his company right before the 
audience, and when he asked: 

Do you blame me?” there was a ringing 
response, No.“ 

The stock company then stepped before 
the footlights and sang Auld Lang Syne,” 
many of the audience joining in the chorus. 

1 hope you will succeed in getting your 
money back.“ was Mr. Thompson's parting 
remark. 

The audience filed out in a hurry. All but 
the last dozen or so were repaid the price of 
their. tickets. 

William A. Thompson's backer, Herman E. 
Blair, the Cincinnati millionaire, and Judge 
Miller Outcault arrived. from Cincinnati last 
evening and negotiations for ‘the lease of the 
theater will be opened today with Washing- 
ton Porter and Colonel Nate Salisbury. In 
case the deal should not be made Mr. Thomp-

Scenery All in a Jumble. 

The theater doors were opened at 7 o’clock 
and the Lyric company arrived to find the 
stage in darkness, the scenery for the Bo- 
hemian Girl all in a jumble, and the stage 
hands in utter ignorance, according to Man- 
ager Thompson, of the first principles of 
their business. 

The regular stage hands were out in the 
corridor ready to go on the stage, but they 
were threatened with arrest if they did so. 

The audience numbered 500. The non- 
union orchestra took its place at 8:30 
o’clock and played the overture twice. The 
audience began to be impatient, and finally 
gave physical evidence of its disapproval. 
All this time there was a sound of moving 
about and loud talking behind the curtain. 


Thompson Tells His Story. 


Finally at 9 o’clock Manager Thompson 
appeared. He made a speech setting forth 
his side of the controversy. Turning to the 
stage hands he called to them to come to the 
stage and verify what he said about the 
money due them. Two of them stepped to 
a side box and said it was all true, but that 
if they appeared on the stage they would 
be arrested. 

Mr. Thompson rehearsed the story of the 
feplacing of the union orchestra with a non- 
union aggregation, in violation, he declared, 
of Mr. Henderson's written pledge to Leader 


Manager Thompson said plainly he had 
brought fifty people there under false rep- 
resentations, and that he had had to carry 
the theater every day since his arrival. He 
said Mr. Henderson had tried to give him 
the worst of it from thestart. 

The stage hands said they never had been 
paid except when, they demanded their 
money, and then got it in driblets. Mr. 
Thompson bought them all turkeys on 
Thursday, and that was the last compensa- 
tion they received. 


Henderson Settles Two Claims. 


Manager Thompson’s claim against Mr. 
Henderson; amounting to $4658, was set- 
tled during the day for $350. Mr. Henderson 
paid the $200 due the De Pasqualis and gave 
his note for the remainder. 

The theater will be closed tonight, but the 
Chicago Marine Band will give its concert 
on Sunday afternoon as advertised, and 
Captain of the None-Such will be given 
on Sunday night. 

Mr. Henderson denied there was the slight- 
est prospect of the theater passing out of 
his control. The trouble with the stage 
hands was due to the walking delegate ’’ 
and to dissatisfaction stirred up by Mr. 
Thompson. . Mr. Henderson declared the 
stage hands would get all that was due 
them today. 

Mr. Henderson explained that the com- 
pany brought here lacked several of the 
principals that had been contracted for and 
that only about two-thirds of the chorus of 
forty voices was brought from Cincinnati, 
the remainder being picked up in Chicago. 


Not Up.to Specifications. 

“Instead of being competent to produce 
seventy operas, the company had a réper- 
toire of not exceeding six. It had no con- 
ductor, no lithographs, and no photograph 
frames. It did not even have an advertis- 
ing or an advance agent,“ declared Mr. Hen- 
derson. I protested when I found the 
company could not adequately produce the 
répertoire we intended to give, but to enable 
us to make the best showing possible I 
acquiesced in Thompson's demand for 10 
per cent additional if he would secure cer- 
tain singers and comply with certain con- 
ditions. A new contract was signed. 

„After waiting in vain for two weeks for 
the performance of this contragt, I an- 
nounced that we would have to return to the 
old contract. Thompson declined to agree 
to this, and I offered to arbitrate the matter. 
It was in process of arbitration when he re- 
fused to allow the curtain to be reised on 
Thursday night until his claim was satisfied.

Stranding of the. Gogebic. 


The stranding of the steamer Gogebic on 


North Manitou Island during the gale of 
Thursday night made a thrilling story as re- 
lated by the mate and lifeboat crew when 
they landed in Glen Haven, Mich. 

The Gogebic was bound from Chicago to 
Lake Erie without cargo. In the dense snow- 
storm the steamer struck on the southeast 
corner of North Manitou Island, just where 
the big steel steamer Alva grounded a few 
years ago. A big.sea began rolling, and to 
save his ship from pounding on the bottom 
the Captain scuttled it. 

No passing boat came near enough to re- 
ceive word of the accident, and accordingly 
the mate and part of the crew volunteered 
to go ashore for help. The lifeboat was 
launched, and, running with a bit of a sail 
before the gale, headed for Glen Haven. 
The trip was full of peril, but by dint of good 
seamanship the boat was kept afloat, and 
all arrived in safety, drenched with flying 
water and chilled through from exposure. 
The wreeker Favorite was dispatched from 
Cheboygan to the relief of the steamer. 

The Gogebic is a wooden steamer of 1,312 
tons, and was built in Bay City in 1887. It 
is owned by J. E. Mills of Port Huron and 
rated Al in Inland Lioyds register. Its 
value is about $70,000 and is fully insured.

CLASH ON CUBA'S TARIFE. | 


SPAIN’S ADMINISTRATION FIRM FOR 
THE NEW POLICY, 


General Blanco Insists That His Mise 
sion Will Fail Unless Fall Autono- 
my Be Granted to the Line of the 
Government’s Declarations—Delay 
in Issuing Official Decree Owing to 
the Pressure of the Opposition Ele-

World.]—Little attention is paid to the de- 
crees gazetted today because the uncer- 
tainty prevalent concerning the real sig- 
nificance of tariff autonomy hourly in- 
creases the suppressed excitement of all 
classes of society. The protectionists, at 
first pacified by the ambiguous statements 
of the press, again show uneasiness. The 
friends of the government, on the contrary, 
are firmly convinced that the new policy 
will secure the prompt pacifiication of Cuba 
and the good will of the United States, be- 
cause Sefior Moret has drawn up for Cuba 
and Puerto Rico a constitution inspired by 
the local government systems of England 
and America, as far as the present and 
past conditions of Spain’s colonies permit. 


Moret’s Difficulties. 

For months Moret carefully studied’ the 
constitutions of Canada and other British 
colonies, but had allowed the Governor Gen- 
eral of Cuba to retain more extensive powers 
than the English. He had also to create a 
colonial Senate after the model of the Span- 
ish—half elective and half nominees of the 
crown. He had to reserve for the imperial 
government and Parliament a certain con- 
trol of the army, navy, foreign affairs, and 
justice, and the control of part of the bud- 
get and tariffs treaties for the colonies with- 
out which limitations it was impossible to 
induce a majority of the Spaniards to ac- 
cept home rule. Moret and Sagasta cannot 
be too much praised for going even so far 
when the material interests of the colonies 
and the mother country so evidently clash 
in the tariff and debt questions. Both states- 
men made great sacrifices to attain peace 
and retain their hold of the West Indies.

GERMANY’S CHINESE GRAB. 


Demands Made by the Kaiser’s Repre- 
sentatives Which the Orientals Are 
Not Disposed to Grant. 


London, Nov..26.—Special dispatches re- 
ceived heze today from Shanghai say that 
Baton von Heyking, the German Minister to 
China, has presented to the Chinese govern 
ment the demands of Germany for repara: 
tion for the recent murder of German mis- 
siobaries and the destruction of German mis- 
sioh property. These demands include the 
discovery and execution of the murderers 
of the missionaries, Nies and Hennle, the 
punishment of the implicated officials, the re- 
construction of the mission building, the 
payment of an indemnity of 600,000 taels to 
the relatives of the victims, and the payment 
of & heavy indemnity to cover the expenses 
of the German naval expedition and the 
maintenance of the Germah force at Kiao 
Chou Bay. The Chinese government replied 
that Kiao Chou Bay must be evacuated be- 
fore the demands can be discussed. 

Baron von Heyking refused to consent to 
this, and a deadlock was the result. The 
foreign diplomats, the special dispatches 
futther announce, say that the German con- 
ditions are impossible of acceptance, and 
they assert that they were only presented to 
enable Germany to retain Kiao Chou Bay 
and to extend northward her hold of 
Chinese territory. 

It is reported that Chang Koayan, the 
Chines& General who was in command of the 
fortifications at Kian Chou Bav. and who 
surrendered to the Germans without, firing 
@ shot, has been condemned to death by the 
‘Chinese war council. The Viceroys of Can- 
ton, Foo Choo, and Nanking are trying to 
put the coast defenses in a proper state of 
repair with t view of preventing future 
seizures of Chinese territory. 

St. Petersburg, Noy. 26.—The Novosti con- 
tends that the growth of German influence 
in the near and far East will necessitate a 
union of Great Britain, Russia, and France 
for the protection of their interests. 


SERIOUS COLLISIONS AT SEA. 


Austrian Steamer Jakoi Is Sunk by the 
Ardrossan and Four Lives 
Are Sacrificed. 


ron Ardrossan, from Bombay on Oct. 14 for 
Antwerp and Havre, collided with the Aus- 
trian steamer Jakoi last night off Dungeness 
with the result that the Jakoi was so badly 
damaged that it sank shortly afterwards. 
Four of the crew were drowned and nineteen 
others were rescued by a pilot cutter. The 
Baron Ardrossan had her bow stove in. 

The Jokai is an iron vessel, was buiit at 
Barrow in 1882, and registered 1,148 tons 
gross. It hails from Fiume. 

The British steamer Silence passed St. 
Catharines Point, Isle of Wight, today dis- 
playing signals indicating that it was seri- 
ously damaged from collision with the Ger- 
man ship Freiburg, Captain Hellburg, from 
Newport News on,Oct. 8 for Hamburg, and 
that the Freiburg had also been seriously 
damaged and was following in tow of a tug 
bound for Southampton. 


FOREIGN TRADE RELATIONS. 


President McKinley and the Cabinet

Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.—The Presi- 
dent has not finally completed his messaze 
to Congress. The matter is, however, in 
such shape that it can be put in form for 
the printer at à day’s notice, but this notice 
‘has not yet been given, and the Cabinet 
spent most of the time of today’s session 
going Over once more certain portions of the 
document.

REFORM IN NEWFOUNDLAND. 


Sir James Winter Adopts a Policy of 
Retrenchment and Begins 
Work Vigorously.

St. John's, N. F., Nov. 26.—The govern- 
ment of Sir James Winter, continuing the 
policy of reform and retrenchment upon 
which it entered immediately on assuming 
office, has appointed a civil service com- 
mission to inquire into and reorganize the 
various public departments. Many dismis- 
sals are being made of unnecessary officials, 
and the Cabinet is confident of being able 
in this way to reduce the colonial expendi- 
tures $100,000 a year. 

In addition to this reform Sir James Win- 
ter intends to begin negotiations, with im- 
perlal assistance, to convert the public debt 
at a lower rate of interest, which would 
probably reduce the annual interest charge 
of $150,000.

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FREEDOM THE WATCHWORD. 


New York, Nov. 26.—[Special.]-—-The an- 
swer of the Cuban government to the offer of 
autonomous terms by Spain is in the hands 
of Estrada Palma, the head of the Cuban 
Janta in this city.

President McKinley has asked of every 
man informed on Cuban matters an ex- 
pression ef-opinien as to the pogsibility of 
the acceptance of autonomy by the Cubans. 
No ohe has dared to answer authoritatively. 
‘This message from the home of the Cuban 
government. should be sufficient. It is the 
same answer giyen Cleveland. It is the 
same answer that will be given until the 
end. 
Boeview of Their Struggles. 

The reply of the Cubans, which is signed 
by members of the Cuban Constituent As- 
sembly, was. drawn, up and signed at La 


rag Camaguey on Oct. 30, 1897. It declares 


‘in part: 

| “ Whoever has followed with attention the 
course Of our events for fifty years previous- 
Ny will positively know the end by which in 
such an' inflexible manner our conduct is in- 
spired. He who knows the true situation of 
Cuban affairs cannot be misled. 

No special laws, nor reforms, nor au- 
tonomy, nothing that supposes under what- 
ever ,name, form, or manner the subsis- 
tence of the Spanish domination in Cuba, can 
terminate the actual struggle. Independ- 
ence or death has been and will be our 
sacred and indisputable watchword. 


Spain’s Flag Must Come Down. 


„We have not taken arms requesting po- 
litical measures which will never resolve 
the question? which, with the ruin of our 
properties, the abandonment of our homes, 
and the exposure of our lives, we are ven- 
tilating. Nor does Spain itself ignore the 
incompatibility which has existed and ex- 
ists between Spaniards and Cubans. 

It sustains us in the struggle, and it 
will not disappear until the flag that has 
covered so many Injustices, has presided 
over so many butcheries, and has covered 
and protected so many iniquities shall be 
hauled down from Cuba. Between Cuba and 
Spain there extends a bottomless ocean of 
tears, there boils an immense sea of blood, 
and there is an impassable mountain of 
hatred. That is why we wish the abso- 
lute and immediate independence of all the 
Island of Cuba. We desire to constitute a 
free, ordained, prosperous, and happy peo- 
ple on the ruins of an exhausted colony. 


Nothing but Independence. 


Those who even yesterday condemned 
contemptuously the autonomous solution 
which signified to them the independence 
of Cuba offer it today as an extreme resource 
‘with which to attract us to its ominous 
tyranny. Afterward we would become 
again strangers in our own land; strangers 
in our OWn homes, eternally expelled. The 
concession of autonomy is a bait to sustain 
a situation which is crumbling. With 
autonomy of without autonomy, they would 
do the ordering, we always obeying; they 
would be the owners, we the slaves. — 

They do not even try to hide their true 
purposes. The situation in which the war 


‘has placed Cuba and Spain does not permit 


any other solution but independence. Spain 
cannot sustain any longer a venture which 
is debilitating and draining her life blood 
uselessly. | 

The offer made today is an explicit decla- 
ration of itsimpotency. The Spaniards send 
us laws when they cannot send any more 
soldiers. They try to negotiate peace when 
they cannot continue the war. 


Victory or Death. 


“Only a complete separation will permit 
Cuba to unload itself of its debt, to or- 
ganize a simple administration, dictate the 
economical laws required by its necessities, 
and guarantee indispensable peace neces- 
sary to develop its moral and material in- 
terests. Without it Cuba will always be 
a hot bed of discontent, a field of incessant 
trouble, and a theater of interminable con- 
vulsions. 

Our institutions have worked as in a 
pacified and regularly constituted country. 
What we do now in open warfare is a sure 
guarantee of what we will do in times of 
peace. What we are is a guarantee of what 
we will be. We will have to vanquish and 
we will vanquish. We will not retreat when 
the realization of the ideals of three gen- 
erations Are so close at hand. 

We would be degraded in the estima- 
tion of all if after having launched the coun- 
try into a desperate struggle which has 
brought. its ruin and misery we should re- 
treat, to return beggars, ashamed and hu-. 
millated, supporting a yoke which signifies 
degradation and debasement.

Article 6 provides that the members of 
the Council of Administration must be Span- 
ijards, 85 years of age, who were born in the 
island, or who have resided there continuous- 
ly for four years.

End of the Long Coal Strike 


Seems to Be at Hand. 
IDLE FOR FIVE MONTHS. 


Many Shafts in Northern Illinois 
| Resume at Once. 


RESULT OF A COMPROMISE. 


Braceville, III., Nov. 26.—[Special.j—It now 
looks as if the great coal strike in the Wil- 
mington coal field has reached an end. This 
morning the Star Coal company, operating 
two shafts at Carbon Hill; the Big Four Coal 
company, operating one shaft at Suffern- 
ville: and the Wilmington Mining company, 
with one shaft at Diamond, all resumed work 
with nearly a full force of men. A report 
comes from Braidwood to the effect that the 
mine there is being cleaned up today, and 
the miners will resume work Monday. 

Despite the fact the miners’ officials in- 
structed the miners to accept only a settle- 
ment for gross weight, it is apparent that 
the miners are divided on this question. At 
Carbon Hill and Diamond the miners have 
resumed work over a, seven-eighths inch 
screen, receiving 77% vents per ton, while 
at Sufkernville and Braidwood the miners 
will receive 65 cents per ton gross weight. 
The miners of Braceville a few days ago 
voted against going to work for either 77 
cents screened or 65 cents gross, but since 
the reports have come in from the various 
places that ate working, the miners here 
have changed their opinion, and it is gen- 
erally understood that they now favor re- 
turning to work for 77% cents per ton over 
a seven-eighths inch screen. This is the 
price the miners were receiving when Presi- 
dent Ratchford, State President Hunter, and 
others came here two weeks ago and per- 
suaded them to lay down their tools, not- 
withstanding the fact that the miners have 
already gained a victory of 10 cents advance 
over what they were receiving when they 
came out in July. The men have now lost 
faith in the beautiful stories told them by 
their leaders, and they have decided to call 
‘another meeting tomorrow, and it is believed 
that they will undoubtedly vote to resume 
work Monday. 

Superintendent. Ramsey of the Braceville 
company’s mine is prepared to give the 
miners either 65 cents per ton gross weight 
or 77% cents per ton over a seven-eighths 
inch screen. While a great deal has been 
said about gross weight, the miners of 
Braceville seem to favor working the old 


way. 


According to reports received in the local 
offices of coal operators in northern llindis 
yesterday afterndon nearly all the mines 
will be in full operation today. The only 
towns where the miners have not yet de- 
clared the strike off are Streator and Brace- 
vite’ The basis of settlement is about four 
cents under the scale demanded by the men. 
In a few instances the men have gained a 
trifie more. j 

The resumption appears to be general in 
the third vein " field, which includes Spring 
Valley, Ladd, and Seatonville.

Not his farewell note, and that note his 
last will and testament, the Marquis Muzio 
Vitelleschi put a bullet in his temple and 
died with a smile on his face. The su‘cide is 
beliéved to have occurred late on Wednes- 
day night or early Thursday morning at 
Newark. It was only discovered today when 
some friends chanced to call at his home. 

“I go to meet death as I should go singing 
to a dance.“ 

This is the literal translation of the Italian 
words. - 

Vitelleschi was an accidental deserter from 
the Italian navy. He was the son of the 
Marquis Francesco Vitelleschi, a rich no- 
bleman of Naples, and a nephew of another 
Marquis. Vitelleschi, a Senator of Italy and 
one of the most eminent men of the king- 
dom. The young man was an officer on the 
battleship Actna when she came here to rep- 
resent King Humbert. at the World’s Fair 
in 1898. When in Chicago and this city he 
was in the best society, and his cleverness 
and striking appearance made him excep- 
tionally popular. 

One night, while the Actna was stil lying 
in the harbor, the Marquis was accorded per- 
mission to attend a dance at the house of a 
family on Fifth avenue. His superior officer 
fixed an hour at which he was to be aboard. 
The merry moments passed so agreeably for 
the young foreigner that it was long after 
the hour when he left the dance. Going 
aboard at that hour would mean punishment 
aboard the ship and suspension from shore 
leave. In view of the fact that the Marquis 
had lost his heart to a fair. New-Yorker 
such punishment was intolerable. 

Only one idea presented itself to his mind. 
He would leave the service. Acting upon 
the notion he became a deserter. 

Having learned the printer’s trade when 
a boy, he went to Newark and worked at 
it. Finally he received $3,000 from his father 
and invested it in an Italian newspaper, 
which, however, was not profitable. 

Muzio Vitellescht was only 23. He was 
nearly six feet tall, of superb physique, and 
a decidedly blonde complexion. 

He left a will disposing of his effects.

James Ryan, the com- 
panion of Merry, who is suspected of hav- 
ing helped the latter bury his wife’s body in 
some out-of-the-way place early on Sunday 
morning, if the police murder theory is cor-

The police feel sure that Merry will be 
caught within a few hours, as his face is 
known to every detective in the city. 


Word Brought to the Station. 

It was a few minutes before noon when 
word was brought to the station that Merry, 
Ryan, and Smith were hi in Nick 
Redmond's livery. stable, mis and 
Twelfth streets. Captain Wheeler and 
Sergeant Harwich, together with several de- 
tectives, hurried to the livery stable. The 
place was surrounded, and Captain Wheeler 
gave instructions to his men that any one 
who attempted to leave the building and 
refused to halt when commanded was to be 
captured at the point of the revolver. 

Captain Wheeler and ‘Sergeant Harwich 
entered the stable. through the front en- 
trance. At the same time Detectives Han- 
ley, Lynch, and Cunningham forced an en- 
trance through the rear door, while De- 
tective Hagerman. crawled through a. win- 
dow. Nick Redmond, the proprietor of 
the stable, met the policemen as they en- 
tered and demanded their business. Red- 
mond is an ex-convict, having but recently 
been liberated from Joliet, where he served 
a.ten-year sentence for the killing of a man

After a long siege tn the sweat box dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening Ryan, who 
himself is an ex-convict, acknowledged that 
he went with Merry to take his wife to the 
house where, it is claimed, she was mur- 
dered. He also said he slept with Merry 
until Tuesday night in barns and out-of-the- 
way places. The police believe Merry and 
James Smith were also hiding in Redmond’s 
livery barn yesterday until just before the 
police arrived, and that Merry is still in the 
city. 

Ryan Confesses Much. 

Ryan has confessed enough to make the 
police feel sure he knows that Mrs. Merry 
was murdered, as well as all about the de- 
tails and where her body is buried. He can 
neither read nor write, and he could not 
have ascertained that he was wanted from 
the newspapers, He acknowledges having 
been hidden from the police for the last 
four days and up to that time that Merry 
was with him. 

Ryan’s story, as told last night to City 
Attorney Devine and Captain Wheeler at 
the Maxwell Street Station, was full of 
contradictions, and he had not been in the 
sweat-box fifteen minutes before he was 
all tangled up. When Captain Wheeler fin- 
ished with him for the night Ryan had bro- 
ken down and was crying. 

Ryan, Smith, and Merry went to 224 Green 
street Friday afternoon for Mrs. Merry. 
Smith and Merry went into the house to 
persuade her to go home, while Ryan re- 
mained in the wagon. Mrs. Merry and her 
83-year-old boy were literally kicked out of 
the house and down-stairs by her husband. 
Ryan claimed last night that he saw noth- 
ing of it, but the police had no trouble in 
finding witnesses to Merry’s brutality. 


Drives to Merry’s Barn. 


Ryan told the police that he drove the 
wagon to Merry’s barn, while Merry and his 
wilo and child walked home. He acknowl- 
edged, after being cornered by Mr. Devine, 
that he had gone to the door of Merry’s home 
twice while the police claim the murder was 
taking place, and this coincides with what 
the 3-year-old child told the police. Ryan 
declared he heard no screams, though he con- 
tinually referred to the murder” whilv 
talking with Captain Wheeler. 

When he was first questioned Ryan tcld 
the Captain that he had slept in Adler’s 
livery barn in Gurley street, between Miller 
ahd Morgan, on the night of the murder. 
Afterward he was cornered and admitted 
that he had passed the night at Merry’s, in 
the barn. | 

Ryan says he last saw Merry on Monday 
night, when they slept together at the 
Frankfort Hotel, Halsted and Congress 
streets. After that Ryan says that Merry 
disappeared. 

The police believe that Merry, Smith, and 
Ryan were hidden in Redmond’s livery barn 
from Monday night till the barn was sur- 
rounded yesterday noon. It is thought that 
Smith and Merry had left the barn to get a 
drink and that they saw the police coming 
and got out of the way. 5

That Merry and his 
two desperate companions would not be 
taken without a fight, and possibly not with- 
out somebody being killed, the police were 
well aware of, and every revolver was ata 
poise ready to deal death dt the first sign of 
resistance. 


Found Hiding in the Hay. 


Ten of the fifteen stalls had been searched, 
when suddenly Detective Cunningham, who 
was just a few feet ahead of Captain Wheel- 
er, was heard to shout: | 

Don't move or you are a dead one! I 
mean every word I say.“ Then the sharp 
click of the trigger was heard. 

The detectives rushed as one man to the 
stall where Cunningham was seen stand- 
ing over what seemed to be a pile of hay, 
his revolver pointed downward and His fin- 
ger clutching the trigger. Captain Wheeler 
and Detective Hanley were the first. to 
enter the stall, and they began to kick aside 
the hay without asking Cunningham what 
he had seen: As they disturbed the hay 
a form slowly arose and with the instinct 
of the professional criminal the man threw 
up both hands, saying in pleading tones: 

It's all up, but for God's sake don't 
shoot. I don’t know nothin’ anyway.” 

Captain Wheeler dragged the man to the 
light and gave a glance at his face. He 
recognized the man as Thomas Hickey, 
alias Bad Ryan, one of the two com- 
panions of Merry, who are known to have

night by Captain Wheeler, and then con- 
fessed that he had been lying.

Redmond Denies All Knowledge. 


Redmond was next brought into the 
** sweat-box.”’ The liveryman denied that 
he even knew Merry, and said that he could 
not account for the presence of Ryan in his 
stable. Captain Wheeler remembered that 
Redmond had attempted to qualify as bonds- 
man for Merry about two months ago, and so 
informed his prisoner. About this time one 
of the policemen drove up to the station 
with Merry's rig, which had been found in 
Redmond’s stable. Despite these proofs 
Redmond still refused to make any. state- 
ment except in the nature of a general de- 
nial, and was sent back to his cell. 

The rig, which the police learned had been 
left at Redmond's stable on Monday night, 
was covered with mud. The horse, which 
ten days ago is known to have been a well- 
fed and high-spirited animal, was worn, 
broken-winded, and half-starved, as well 
as lame in one foot. The rig was sent to 
Eberly’s stables at 261 West Twelfth street. 
An examination of the wagon failed to fur- 
nish any clew. No blood stains were found, 
but the condition of the horse and the wagon 
is taken by the police as evidence of a long 
and hard drive prior to Monday night. 

Another search of the house at 50 Hope 
street was made and the floor was torn up 
in the hopes of finding some clew that had 
been overlooked in the first investigation. 
Captain Wheeler is still impressed with little 
Christy’s story that Papa killed mamma 
and put her in the black hole.’’ The3-year- 
old son of the supposed murdered -woman 
still clings to his story, and has three times 
led the police to the black hole in the

Buttons Found in the Ashes. 


Half a dozen partly destroyed pearl but- 
tons were found among the ashes of the 
kitchen stove, and it is hoped to prove that 
these buttons belonged to one of the mur- 
dered woman’s garments which had been 
burned on account of blood stains. 

While the search of the house was being 
conducted Detectives Lynch and Cunning- 
ham visited Mose Redmond’s stables at 
25 Blue Island avenue, in the hope of cap- 
turing Merry and Smith.

AMERICANIZATION OF HAWAII. 

A well informed newspaper correspond: 
ent (Mr. Trumbull White), commenting 
upon the dominant influence of Americans 
in Hawaiian affairs, says. 

Sentimentally, the people in great numbers, even 
those who were born in the islands, speak of the 
United States as home.“ It is to the United 
States that they look for their commercial vros- 
perity, for their protection as an independent na- 
tion, for their education, for their association 
with the rest of the world. And this has been true 
since long before the establishment of the repub- 
lic. The Kings of Hawai! recognized just as 
frankly as the people do now that to the pioneer 
missionaries from New England they owed their 
redemption from savagery and their station sa 
nation, though a small one. The New England 
imprese is visible at every turn, and, strange 
enough it seems, mixed with the scenery of the 
tropics. White houses with green blinds and white 
picket fences around every yard go far to make 
the place look natural to the American traveler. 
All of the larger stores are American in owner- 
ship, style, and stocks of goods. English is spoken 
on every hand, by all of the faces. It is as truly 
the language of the people as it is in the Un'ted 
States. „ Bo universal is the use of this 
tongue that no one ever finds it necessary to learn 
any other, even to communicate with the house 
servants, who generally are Chinese or Japanese. 
English is the language of the schools, and it 
carnot be many years before Hawaiian will be 
merely a matter of interest for the student rather 
than of current use. 

Whatever of civilization exists in Hawaii 
is due to the influence and teachings of 
Americans, and especially of New England 
missionaries, who established themselves in 
the islands forty-two years after their dis- 
covery by Captain Cookin 1778. The prog- 
ress that has been made by the natives 
morally and intellectually in the three quar- 
ters of a century since has been one of the 
wonders of the uge. In thirty-three years 
Hawaii ceased to be missionary ground, the 
native churches becoming self-supporting, 

d in fifty years they were sending mis- 
sionaries to other islands. Such an exam- 
ple of development of a population from a 
condition of savage barbarism to one where 
life and the rights of propérty are respected 
and education is as universal as in any 
country in the world can scarcely be cited 
elsewhere in all history.

Pacific squndrom under Rear Admiral 
Miller, embracing one first class, three sec- 
ond class, and four third class vessels. 

Asiatic squadron, Rear Admiral McNair 
commanding, one first class, one second 
class, three third class, and one fourth 
class vessel cruising on the coast of Asia. 
Two other third-rate vessels are under or- 
ders to join this squadron. 

European squadron, under command of 
Rear Admiral Selfridge, consisting of two 
second class and one fourth class vessel— 
has been employed for the most part in the 
last year in looking after American inter- 
ests in the Mediterranean. 

The South Atlantic squadron consists of 
two vessels under command of Captain 
Chester. 

»The application of electricity for auxiliary 

purposes on the larger vessels has been 
found to work so satisfactorily upon the 
newly finished flagship Brooklyn that it las 
been found advisable to substitute it for 
hydraulic power on the unfinished Illinois 
and Alabama. ; 

One of the interesting features of the 
report is the space devoted to a review of 
naval construction by foreign powers. The 
naval appropriations by Great Britain for 
the year 1897-98 aggregate $26,500,000, 
and during that period 117 vessels of all 
classes will be in course of construction. 
France comes next with sixty-nine vessels 
at a cost of $16,194,720, and Japan third, - 
leading Russia, Italy, Germany, and Spain. 

Considerable space is devoted to a re- 
view of the condition of our government 
docks, of which we have nine on the At- 
lantie coast and two on the Pacific. This 
subject, as well as the Japanese navy, has 
recently been discussed at considerable 
length in Tun Trisune. Improved dock- 
ing facilities are declared to be urgently 
needed at Boston, New York, Norfolk, Fort 
Royal, New Orleans, and Mare Island, near 
San Francisco. 

Under the head of Naval Militia “ the 
report states that seventeen States now 
have naval militia organizations. Illinois, 
with four mustered in divisions, stands 
among those in the front rank and “ will 
share in the next allotment.” The Secre- 
tary recommends the insertion in the pro- 
vision for the maintenance of the naval 
militia of the words “submarine mining 
} outfits,” to admit of training the militia for 
this branch of the service. 

The naval construction recommended by 
the department for the next year embraces 
one first class battleship for the Pacific 
coast and a few torpedo boats and torpedo 
boat destroyers.

obtain from the buildings erected thereon 

is less than a million dollars. 

Therefore the Board of Education re- 
ceives a little over 50 per cent of the gross 
income of the lessees. The “ sleeping part- 
ner“ does not fare badly. The board puts 
into the joint stock the raw land. The 
other partners put in the buildings, the 
total cost of the erection of which they 
bear. They maintain those buildings and 
keep them insured. They pave the streets 
and build the sidewalks in front of those 
buildings. 

If times are dull and business poor and 
the lessees cannot get tenants for all their 
offices or stores they have to stand the 
loss. The rents which the sleeping part- 
ner is entitled to as his share of the busi- 
ness are paid without abatement. That 
partner has the best of the bargain. 

The City of Chicago is a sleeping part- 
ner of the traction companies engaged in 
the profitable business of carrying Chica- 
goans from point to point within the city 
at 5 cents a ride. The municipality has 
contributed to the joint stock the monopoly 
use of the best part—a center strip of 
twenty feet--of its thoroughfares. 

The other partners—one of them is an 
editor, named Yerkes—have put in street 
railway plants which they operate and keep 
in order. All the expenses of maintenance 
fall on them. Their gross receipts amount 
now to 15 millions a year, or a little more 
than fifteen times as much as those of the 
lessees of-the school lands. 

The Board of Education gets over 50 
per cent of the gross receipts of its lessees 
or half a million. It should not be difficult 
for a person who knows anything about 
the rule of proportion to figure out how 
much the city should get as a sleeping part- 
ner of the traction companies. 

The city should get rather more propor- 
tionately than the board does. For if the, 
latter refuses to rent any of its holdings 
to a person who wishes to erect a building 
he can buy or lease other land. There is an

CONDITION OF THE NAVY. 

In view of the possible attitude of our 
foreign relations during the coming year 
and the importance attached to the condi- 
tion of our navy, the forthcoming report of 
the Secretary of the Navy—a, synopsis of 
which appears elsewhere in Tuy TRIBUNE 
of this morning—will attract more than 
ordinary attention. 0 

According to this report the present ef- 
fective strength of the United States navy 
consists of fifty-four vessels of all classes, 
of which there are four first class and two 
second class battleships, two armored 
cruisers, sixteen cruisers, fifteen gunboats, 
six doubie-turreted mgnitors, one ram, one 
dynamite gunboat, one dispatch boat, one 
transport steamer, and five torpedo boats. 
Besides these there are five first class bat- 
tleships, one gunboat, sixteen torpedo boats, 
and one submarine torpedo boat in course of 
construction and to be completed within 
the next two years, which, without further 
changes, will increase the fighting force of 
the navy to seventy-seven "vessels. This 
does not include sixty-four other naval ves- 
sels used as training and naval reserve 
ships, tugs, disused single-turreted moni- 
tors, and some unserviceable craft, besides 
an auxiliary fleet of subsidized steamers 
and a large number of merchant vessels 
capable of being transformed into armored 
cruisers on short notice. This auxiliary 
fleet consists of vessels ranging from 2,000 
to 12,000 tons each, of which, Secretary 
Long says, they “ will, if occasion require, 
form a powerful fleet of ocean cruise rs, 
capable of swift and formidable attack 
upon an enemy’s commerce.” In the pres- 
ent undeveloped condition of the navy this 
auxiliary branch of the service is regardéd 
as a feature of great importance—ready to 
be called into the service on brief notice 
and very effective when in commission. 
While congratulating the country upon the 
results obtained in the rcbuilding of the 
navy, the Secretary adds: While its ships 
are not as many—and it is not necessary 
they should be—as those of other great 
powers, they are, class for class, in power, 
speed, workmanship, and offensive and de- 
fensive qualities, the equals of vessels built 
anywhere else in the world,”

The surplus for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1893, was only a trifle under 3 
millions. Thus there was practically noth- 
ing laid up to meet the deficits of subse- 
quent fiscal years. Still, all the current 
debts of the government have been paid. 
How was that done? 

Since January, 1894, bonds have been 
sold the face value of which was 262 1-3 
millions. They realized 205% millions. That 
sum was sufficient to pay off the deficit of 
200 4-5 millions and leave nearly 93 millions 
over. 

The cash balance in the Treasury Oct. 
31 last, not including the 100 million gold 
reseryé, was 107% millions. The excess of 
expenditure over revenue thus far this 
month is 7 milliong, leaving the present 
cash balance 100347 millions. Thus the 
Treasury seems to have on hand 7 millions 
more than it ought to. The surplus of 3 
millions at the close of the fiscal year 1893 
accounts for part of that sum. 

In 52 2-8 months there has been a deficit 
of 200 4-5 millions. That is on the average 
$3,810,000 per month. If the customs 
duties and internal revenue taxes had been 
raised enough to produce that sum month- 
ly, or if the government. expenditures had 
been cut down that much, every dollar of 
the amount obtained by the bond sales— 
203% millions—would be in the Treasury 
now, in gold or greenbacks or Treasury 
notes. Then that surplus could be used in 
the purchase of bonds and the reduction 


THE TUNNEL PROBLEM. : 

Congressman Mann of the First District 
has written a letter to the Council Com- 
mittee on Harbor and Bridges, in which he 
states that it is the duty of the eit gov- 
ernment to take the first steps towards re- 
moving obstructionsin the river placed there 
by it.“ Those “obstructions” are two 
tunnels and the center piers of the bridges, 
The Congressman declares that the national 
government is “ unwilling to order the de 
struction of these tunnels or bridges, be- 
cause it does not wish to interfere with 
traffic.” 

It the city had the moncy nothing would 
be easier for it than to take out at once all 
the center piers and substitute jack-knife 
for swing bridges. That is clear enough. 
But how is the city to cauge the deepening 
of tunnels whose occupuncy it has leased 
to street railroad companies for terms of 
years which have not expired set? Those 
tunnels run under a river the navigation of 
which is controlled by the general govern- 
ment, and not by the city. 

The general government has fixed on six- 
teen feet as the depth of the river. A tun- 
nel which does not interfere with the main- 
tenance of that depth of water is not an 
obstruction as yet. So it is not easy to see 
how during the life of the existing leases 
the city can compel a deepening of the tun- 


the accused. Judge Advocate Hunter also, 
both in his examination of witnesses and 
in his argument before the court, while 
avoiding the least evidence of hostility or 
prejudice toward the accused, showed the 
highest regard for the interests of justice 
and the good of the service.

‘The sim- 
ple question was, Was the manner chosen 
to get him before the court necessary and 
in accordance with sound military disci- 
pline? The court-martial by its decision 
has said that an officer in the exercise of his 
authority has no right to inflict “ cruel or 
unusual punishment ”—least of all to inflict 
punishment upon any one before conviction 
of some specific offense. In taking this 
ground sound military law has been sus- 
tained, justice has been vindicated, gnd the 
dignity and honor of.the army have been up- 
held. Without the recognition of the rights 
of the individual and the exercise of the 
ordinary principles of humanity on the part 
of officers toward the soldiers under their 
command, we can have no army worthy of 
a free people. The verdict is in the interest 
of every high-minded, honorable officer, as 
it is calculated to elevate the manhood of 
every private soldier.

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GROWTH OF THE NAVY. 


SECRETARY LONG’S REPORT ON HIS 
DEPARTMENT. 


He Says the Nation Is Committed to the 
Policy of Strengthening the Service 


and Congress Is Urged to Make Lib- 


eral Appropriations—Importance of 
the Naval Militia as an Auxiliary— 
Inadequacy of the Natioen’s Dock 
Facilities. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.—[{Special.]— 
The report of Secretary of the Navy Long, 
which consists of about 15,000 words, exclu- 
sive of several tables, pays special attention 
to the present effective strength of the navy, 
the necessity of providing better means for 
preserving the torpedo hoats, the present 
disposition of vessels in commission, the re- 
sults attendant upon the application of elec- 


tricity for auxiliary purposes on vessels, a: 


review of the naval construction of other na- 
tions, the condition of the various navy 
yards and docks, the naval militia, naval 
construction for next year, and the expense 
of maintaining the navy. 

There are many other subjects of routine 
character considered, but the above embrace 
the more salient features of the report. 


Fighting Force of the Navy. 


The present effective fighting force of the 
navy is placed at 54 vessels, divided as fol- 
lows: Four battleships of the- first class, 
two battleships of the second class, two ar- 
mored cruisers, sixteen cruisers, fifteen gun- 
boats, six double turreted monitors, one ram, 
one dynamite gunboat, one dispatch boat, 
one transport steamer, and five torpedo 
boats. There are under construction five 
battleships of the first class, sixteen torpedo 
boats, and one submarine boat. 

There are sixty-four other naval vessels, 
including those used as training, receiving, 
and naval reserve ships, tugs, disused single 
turreted monitors, and some unserviceable 
craft. 

There is, further, the auxiliary fleet. This 
consists, first, of more than twenty subsi- 
dized steamers which comply with the re- 
quirements of the postal act of March 3, 
1891, with regard to their adaptability to 
naval service, and to an armament of main 
and secondary batteries; second, of a very 
much greater number of large merchant ma- 
rine steamers, which can be availed of at 
ahy time of need. 

These auxiliaries, ranging from 2,000 to 
12,000 tons, will, if occasion require, form a 
powerful fleet of ocean cruisers, capable of 
swift and formidable attack upon an ene- 
my’s comme Their great coal capacity 
will also enable them to remain a long time 
at sea in search of the whereabouts of hostile 
vessels. 


Equal to the Best. 


The report says that while the ships are 
not as many as those of some other great 
powers, they are, class for class, in power, 
speed, workmanship, and offensive and de- 
fensive qualities, the equal of vessels built 
anywhere else in the world. 

The vessels under construction should be 
completed, the report says, during the com- 
ing year, except the five battleships Kear- 
sarge, Kentucky, Illinois, Alabama, and Wis- 
consin, which will probably not be ready for 
service before the latter part of 1890. 

The delay in construction owing to ina- 
bility to secure necessary armor is referred 
to with the recommendation that provision 
should at once be made for obtaining it, 
following which the report says: In this 
connection it may be said that Congress at 
its last session appropriated a sum vf money 
for the armor for the battleships Alabama, 
Illinois, and Wisconsin, but provided that 
the price should not exceed an average of 
$300 per ton. In response to advertisements 
the two companies which now manufacture 
such armor replied that they were unable 
to furnish it at that price. Asa result, the 
final completion of these vessels will be de- 
layed. 

In compliance with the direction of Con- 
gress, that plans and estimates for the es- 
tablishment of an armor plant be prepared, 
the department appointed an armor factory 
board, composed of officers -selected with 
especial regard to their fitness for this duty. 
They have made a careful investigation of 
the problems presented, and have visited 
some of the principal steeleand iron manu-

Judge Advocate Hunter, who represented 
the government in the trial which has just 
been concluded, notified the authorities at 
the War department this afternoon that his 
report might be expected tomorrow or Mon- 
day morning, and this is all known of the 
case at this end of the line. 

Inasmuch as Captain Lovering prac- 
tically admitted in his testimony that the 
charges against him werg well founded,“ 
said an. official of the War department, “ it 
does not appear that there was any neces- 
sity for a rehearing of the case before a 
court-martial. There was nothing to be 
gained by rehashing the testimony taken be- 
fore the court of inquiry, for that was all 


tain Lovering undoubtedly had bad advice 
when he decided upon this course.

Considerable space ia devoted to the prog- 
ress of naval construuvtion abroad which is 
characterized as being very active. 

As usual England leads, and she will com- 
plete or have under construction during the 
year a total of 117 vessels, with an aggre- 
gate displacement of 446,000 tons, including 
fifteen battleships, twelve first class cruis- 
ers, ten third class cruisers, and fifty-six 
torpedo boat destroyers. 

Japan comes next, leading Russia, Italy, 
Germany, and Spain. There are now in con- 
struction in Europe and the United States 
for the Japanese government, three battle- 
ships of 14,800 tons displacement, one battle- 
ship of 10,000 tons displacement, four first 
class armored cruisers of 9,600 tons displace- 
ment, four protected cruisers of 4,760 tons 
displacement, and two of smaller tonnage, 
nine torpedo boat destroyers, and thirteen 
torpedo boats. 

Spain increased her naval power during the 
last year by the purchase of one armored 
cruiser and the completion of two first class 
armored cruisers, one protected cruiser, 
two gunboats, and six torpedo boat destroy- 
ers (purchased in England). There are now 
under construction for the Spanish govern- 
ment four armored cruisers, four protected 
cruisers, four gunboats, four torpedo boats, 
and three battleships, to be fitted with new 
boilers and guns in France. 

Regarding yards and docks, to which 
much space is devoted, the report states 
that the most urgent need of the naval 
service today is an increase of docking fa- 
cilities; that of the eleven government doc 
—nine on the Atlantic and two on the Pacific 
coast—none are in a condition for docking 
modern vessels. As an illustration of the 
situation the docking of the Indiana at Hali- 
fax last summer is referred to. 

This lack of docking facilities,” the re- 
port says, should be remedied at the ear- 
liest possible moment. The necessity is im- 


perative.”’ 
Naval Militia. 


The naval militia is given considerable 
space, the report stating there are at pres- 
ent seventeen States having naval militia 
organizations. Ohio organized a naval mili- 
tia during the year and was included for 
the first time in the naval allotment. IIli- 
nois, which has mustered in four divisions, 
will, the report says, share in the next allot- 
ment. The policy of the government to en- 
courage this branch of the service is referred 
to, and the zeal and efficiency of the different 
organizations, as shown by the inspection 
tour of the Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
during the last summer is referred to in 
complimentary terms. 

The department recommends,” says the 
report, that there be inserted in the pro- 
vision for the maintenance of the naval mili- 
tia the words “submarine mining outfits,” 
to admit of training the militia for this pur- 
pose. ' 

The necessity for an enlarged corps of off - 
cers and men to do the work required by the 
commissioning of the many new vessels is 
touched upon and the recammendation is 
made that the age for admission to the 
Naval Academy be between 15 and 18 years; 
that at the end of the four years’ course the 
cadet shall pass his examination as at pres- 
ent, at which time his place shall become 
vacant; and that he then be sent to sea for 
one year, returning at the end of it to the 
academy for final examination in the prac- 
tical duties of his profession.

Nurseries and Kindergartens. 


The organized work of the league through 
its philanthropy department is principaily 
in its day nurseries and free kindergartens, 
as follows: 

All Saints’ Day Nursery, 4314 Wentworth 
avenue, furnishes meals and clothing gratis 
to little ones whose mothers are obliged to 
leave them while away at work. A free 
kindergarten is connected with the nursery, 
and a sewing school for the older girls is 
conducted by members of the department. 
There are also a cooking school and a kitch- 
en garden, where the girls cultivate the arts 
of housekeeping and domestic economy. A 
free dispensary is maintained under the 
direction of Dr. J. B. Murphy, assisted by 
Dr. Anna Dwyer and Dr. Anna Wiite Sage. 
There is also a Mothers’ club. 

On the West Side, at St. Anne’s Day Nur- 
sery, 333 Loomis street, about the same work 
is being done. Last year 5,425 children were 
supplied here with free meals and clothing. 

St. Elizabeth's Day Nursery, 244 Orleans 
street, is the North Side branch. Experi- 
enced matrons are in charge. 


Other Uses of Funds. 


The funds of the Philanthropy department 
are also employed by the women of the 
league in the visiting and care of the sick 
poor, supplying them with medicines and 
proper food, and in the decent burial of their 
dead. Homes are provided for homeless ones 
and work found for the unemployed.

FOR SCHOOL OFFICE CHANGES. 


Business Manager Guilford of the Board 
of Education Submits Sev- 
eral Ideas. 


Business Manager Guilford of the Board 
of Education yesterday made some recom- 
mendations to the Buildings and Grounds 
committee which will make radical changes 
in the business methods of the board. It 
is proposed to take from the architect's de- 
partment all repair work and vest it in the 
Business Manager. 

A recommendation is also made that when 
the new workshops are opened an additional 
force of thirty-one men be employed and 
that a great deal of the repair work which 
is done by contract be done at the board’s 
own factory. om 

The new plan also proposes, to create the 
office of Assistant Business Manager, to take 
charge of all the repairs done on the school 
buildings ecept those which belong to the 


Chief Engineer. Mr. Guilford recommends 


the appointment of J. J. Magrady, at pres- 
ent inspector of all the school property 
located south of Madison street, to the posi- 
tion of Assistant Business Manager at a 
salary of $2,000 a year. His present salary 
is $1,600. 

The transfer is recommended of Frank 
Peters, at present foreman of the board’s 


shops, to the position left vacant by the pro- 


motion of Magrady. This will mean an in- 
crease in salary to him of from $1,000 to 
$1,200 a year. It is also recommended that 
J. S. Osgood, at present inspector of all 
bulldings north of Madison street, be given 
an increase of salary from $1,600 to $1,500 
a year. | 

The cost of putting the recommendations 
into effect will add to the pay-roll of the 
board $28,900 a year. A great part of this 
additional cost, it is believed, will be more 
than met by the saving in the cost of sup- 
plies and furnishings that can be made at 


the workrooms under the direction of the 


board. The recommendations were con- 
curred in by the committee.

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EXPORTS ARE HEAVY 


Balance of Trade Largely in 
Favor of United States. 


IMPORTS ARE SMALLER. 


Iron Industry Shows No Decrease 
in Production. 


STOCK MARKET IS DULL 


Speculation Waiting on the Meeting of 
Congress. 


BANK CLEARINGS STILL GAIN. 


New York, Nov. 26.—The heavy exports of 
wheat, with the renewed advance in price, 
says R. G. Dun & Co.’s review of trade, is 
the most interesting and important feature 
of the week's events. Since August, when 
the extent of the foreign deficiency became 
realized, exports have been larger than in 
corresponding weeks of any previous year. 
The cotton exports also have become very 
heavy and the outgo of corn falls but little 
below last year’s unprecedented record, 
while in exports of manufacturing products, 
especially machinery, all records for the sea- 
. pon have been surpassed. 

While the aggregate from November last 
year was over $109,000,000 shipments for New 
York for three weeks have been slightly 
smaller, with a fair prospect that the in- 
crease in cotton and other products from 
other ports may make up the deficiency. 
Meanwhile imports are running behind last 
year’s at New York nearly $2,000,000 this 
month, so that another excess of exports 
over imports amounting to about $60,000,000 
for the month is probable. But this would 
make an excess of about $225,000,000 in four 
months. 
| After the slight decline last Saturday 
Wheat rose to $1.00% for November, with No. 
2 red and other grades selling many cents 
higher. Yet Western receipts are of enor- 
mous magnitude, in four weeks 27,072,104 
bushels, against 9,214,838 bushels in the same 
four weeks last year, while Atlantic exports, 
flour included, were for the week 3,628,446 
bushels, arid for four weeks 13,439,839 bush- 
els, against 7,737,685 bushels last year. The 
ehipments from other ports have also been 
heavy and nothing appears to change former 
estimates of European needs. Corn also 
continues to go abroad in quantities almost 
as large as last year, when all past records 
were broken, but the price has slightly de- 


clined. . 
Cotton’s Immense Crop. 
Cotton declined to 5.81 cents, the lowest 
point for many years, with scarcely any 
indication of speculative effort. More has 
come into sight this month than during the 
same time in 1804 from the largest crop ever 
raised, while takings by Northern and South- 
ern spinners have been smaller and print 
cloths and some other staple goods are at 
the lowest quotations ever known. In such 
conditions weakness is natural, although ex- 
treme estimates of yields are not by some 
entirely credited. The demand for goods 
from the South is larger since the removal 
of embargoes, and recent reductions in 
prices have stimulated larger transactions 
by dealers, but stocks held by the mills are 
still heavy. With 1,961,000 pleces print 
cloths on hand against 2,212,000 one year 
ago and only 206,000 pieces two years ago 
the output of 2,000,000 beyond consumption 
last year has been a heavy load ever since. 
, The tron industry shows no decrease in 


production or consumption of pig, but with 


much-reduced orders for products excess of 
production is expected, and Bessemer falls 
a shade, to $10.15, and grey forge to $9.25 at 
Pittsburg, though Chicago and Eastern 
markets show no change. Billets are also 
weaker at Pittsburg, $15. Expectation of 
lower prices tends to produce them at a 
time when new business is naturally small 
and the milis are working mostly on old 
orders, with buyers impatient for deliveries. 
Other large orders are held back in plates 
by inability of the works to deliver in the 
time desired. In bars, agricultural and rail- 
way manufacturing causes a heavy demand 
at Chicago, iron being preferred to steel, 
and thin sheets are also in better demand, 
but bars are a shade lower at Pittsburg and 
both wire and cut nails. Some large orders 
for rails by Eastern railways are reported. 
The woolen manufacture is still consuming 
heavily in execution of past orders and 
many agents are sold so far ahead that tHey 
seek no further business, while others are 
beginning to question whether the demand 
tör the next season will suffice if prices are 
made to correspond with present quota- 
tions of wool. Some reduction in prices of 
wool appears, possibly averaging halfa cent, 
with sales of Australian amounting to 2,700,- 
000 pounds in a few large blocks in Boston, 
but the tone is still strong. No change has 
occurred in the cotton manufacture and the 
market for its products is still irregular. 
Failures for the week have been 236 in the 
United States, against 300 last year, and 25 
in Canada, against 35 last year. 


As Seen by Bradstreet’s. 


Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 

„ Notwithstanding the appearance of a 
demand for holiday specialties at some 
points in the South, at Chicago, St. Louis, 
and regions tributary thereto, general trade 
throughout the country has shown no gen- 
eral improvement this week. Most favor- 
able reports are from the territory west 
of the Mississippi River and north of Mis- 
sburi and Kansas, where colder weather 
has stimulated demand at the interior and 
country merchants have been buying with 
comparative freedom. 

“The Eastern cotton goods industry con- 
tinues depressed. Consumers evidently do 
nat intend to buy extensively until they be- 
eve the price of raw cotton is ready to 
advance. Competition from Southern mills, 
more particularly overproduction by manu- 
facturers who produce a single staple, under- 
lies existing large stocks and the heaviness 
of prices. Converters and manufacturers 
of common yarns are situated relatively 
more favorably. Other lines reporting sea- 
sonable distribution are manufacturers of 
woolens, clothing, shoes, and jobbers of 
fancy groceries. At Philadelphia there is 
a check in demand for products in leading 
textile lines and arrangements are making 
to run on shorter time. 

Iron and steel have not been in as active 
demand as expected and are lower, notwith- 
standing furnaces and mills are supplied 
with orders sufficient to carry them well 
into next year. A favorable feature is found 
‘in advances in wages of operatives in various 


lines.

The fact that Secretary Gage, in his speech 
in New York on Tuesday evening, dealt only 
with generalities as to the currency and the 
administration’s policy in regard thereto 
created neither surprise nor disappointment, 
though a portion of the ‘street’ was dis- 
posed to anticipate a more positive utter- 
ance. There was an absence of unfavorable 
developments throughout the week, and 
more attention was paid to the continued in- 
crease in railroad earnings and to circum- 
stances affecting the speculative position of 
particular properties. The payment of the 
installment of over $13,000,000 of the Union 
Pacific purchase money was accomplished 
on last Monday without any disturbance of 
the loan market, and whatever interest ex- 
ists in that connection refers to the disposi- 
tion of the Kansas Pacific division, the fore- 
closure sale of which takes place on Dec. 15, 
no definite arrangements having yet been 
reached between the government and the 
Reorganization committee. London has not 
been a factor of any importance in our mar-

Barnes States the Case. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes opened 
the prosecution by reading those portions 
of the election laws pertaining to the case.

Hawkins on the Stand. 


Ex-Policeman John E. Hawkins gave the 
most important evidence of the day. He was 
stationed at the polling precinct on tho day 
of the election to preserve order. He 
reached the polling place at 6a. m. and re- 
mained there until 4 o’clock the next morn- 
Ing. He identified the defengants as three 
of the election officials. He saw them sign 
the necessary papers for making the returns 
about 3 o' clock in the morning. All the men 
had signed the returns. He saw the ballots 
put in an envelope and sealed up. He had 
heard one of the officials, whom he thought 
was Purvis, say there was 119 straight Dem- 
ocratic votes; then later that there were 118 
straight Democratic ballots. Then he heard 
one of the judges say that there was a mis- 
take in the straight Democratic vote. This 
was about 10 o’clock at night. From that 
time on until 4 o’clock in the morning the 
judges sat around doing nothing while the 
clerks tallied. He heard one of them say 
during this time that as a mistake had been 
made in the count the votes should be award- 
ed to Revere and taken from Maggio. This 
was after the tally sheets had been signed. 

During the evening there was troubie at 
the precinct, and Policeman Brennan had 
threatened to call the patrol wagon and take 
the ballot box to the City Hall. Hawkins 
said he had lost his job, being let out by the 
present administration. 


Cross-Examination Comes Today. 

Hawkins was the last witness of the day, 
and his cross-examination, with that of the 
other witnesses already heard, will take up 
the time of the court this morning. 

The old rumor that Hanrahan would make 
a confession was revived about the Criminal 
Court Building during the day, but State’s 
Attorney Deneen denied it.

WRECKS AN 


Eighty Quarts of Nitro-Glycerine Ex- 


plodes at Chesterfield, Ind., with 
Startling Results. 


Anderson, Ind., Nov. 26.—The little town 
of Chesterfield, Ind., was badly shaken 
up at an early hour this morning by the 
explosion of eighty quarts of nitro-glycerine 
which had been brought overland from 
Montpelier and placed in an open field a half 
mile from the town. Marion Mansey and 
Sam Maguire were working at a gas well 
near by when the explosion occurred. Man- 
sey was thrown fifty feet, but not fatally 
injured. Maguire was also thrown a hun- 
dred feet in the air and badly lacerated, but 
will recover. James Gold's house, 300 rods 
distant, was torn to pieces. The explosion 
tore a hole in the ground down to the water 
line, and so far as is learned it was sponta- 
neous. A three-ton engine was torn to frag- 
ments and every living animal was, killed 
instantly. 

The little town of Chesterfield is a mass 
of ruins. Every house was moved from 
its foundations, windows shattered, doors 
smashed in, every light put out, and the 
plastering shaken from the walls. Several 
people were shaken out of bed. At Dales- 
ville, two miles away, and at Yorktown, 
five miles distant, the damage was almost 
as great. Many people were injured, and 
t is a miracle that none was killed out- 
right. 

The jar of the explosion was felt for fif- 
een miles in all directions. The gas in the 
well was blown out, and a workman named 
Cooper lit it and caused another explosion, 
in which he was fatally burned.

WESTERN ROADS WANT RELIEF 
FROM LIVE STOCK PASSES. 


They Will Record Their Vote on the 
Committee’s Recommendation That 
Return Tickets to Shippers Be Abol- 
ished — Increase in Earnings on 
Many Lines—Halt Rate on Canadian 
Excursions—Change of Time on tue 
Illinois Central. 


Western roads have been requested to 
record their vote on a recommendation of 
the committee to whom was referred the 
question of suggesting relief from the abuse 
of privileges granted to shippers of live stock. 

The committee found that during the year 
1896 the receipts of cattle, hogs, sheep, 
horses, mules, and calves at Chicago, Kan- 
sas City, St. Louis, and Omaha amounted to 
490,490 cars. On the basis of one man with 
every three cars, the total number of per- 
sons for which round trip transportation was 
obtained was not less than 163,000. During 
the first ten months of 1897, with a total of

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


A new schedule for rating storage warehouses 
was adopted by the Underwriters’ association at 
the meeting yesterday afternoon. No changes 
of importance were made in the report on the 
matter as submitted by the Executive committee. 
The basis rate now in force is as follows: Bulld- 
ings one and two stories high, 40 cents; three 
stories, 45 cents; four stories, 50 cents; five sto- 
ries, 60 cents; six stories, 70 cents; seven stories, 
85. cents; eight stories, $1.10: and for each Addi 
tional story 25 cents. An addition of 50 cents is 
made for furniture storage, 25 cents for haz- 
ardous goods, and not less than 50 cents for spe- 
cially hazardous goods. Deductions are made for 
provisions against fire, such as automatic alarms 
connected with the Central station, special watch- 
men, and superior construction in the bui!d'ng. 
Additions to the basis rates are made for defi- 
ciencies, the most important being 50 cents for 
the use of movable open lights. 

One of the main reasons for the new schedule 
is the inequalities which formerly existed, making 
a discriminating rate in favor of certain houses 
as compared with others of the same general 
character, both in the building and contents. The 
standard storage warehouse building is fixed as 
follows: 

Brick or stone construction, two stories or 
less in height; thickness of walls to be in compli- 
ance with city building ordinance; elevator shaft 
to be built of brick from the cellar, and wall ex- 
tending above the roof thirty-six inches; to be 
lighted by skylight in roof, all openings to be pro- 
tected by approved iron doors. Skylights—None 
except in brick elevator shaft. Approved iron 
shutters upon all outside openings when exposed. 
Area not over 10,000 square feet; no communica- 
tion with any other building, except by means of 
approved brick fire-proof vestibules with stand- 
ard iron doors on all openings, and lighted by 
incandescent electric lights.“

TITLE TOUNIONPARK 


Finanee Committee Considers 
the City’s Position. 


DECISION NEXT FRIDAY. 


Hayes Heirs May Go to Court to 
Settle the Matter. 


MORE TRACKS TO BE RAISED. 


The question as to whether the city should 
purchase the reversionary interest in Union 
Park, claimed by the heirs of ex-Constable 
S. S. Hayes, for $500,000 was taken up by the 
Finance committee of the Council yesterday, 
but a decision was postponed until next Fri- 
day. 

1 Corporatlon Counsel Browning 
sent the committee an opinion in which he 
said such research as he had been able to 
make into the title of the land now used as 
Union Park failed to show that it had ever 
been given to the city by Mr. Hayes, as is 
claimed by the heirs, and he doubted if they 
had any interest to convey. In his opinion 
the city now has title in fee simple to the 
property. 

The committee, however, took the ground 
that while the city’s title is good enough for 
its present purposes, or for any use it might 
wish to give the park to itself, yet it could 
not give a satisfactory one if it desired to 
sell the land, which a number of the com- 
mittee think would be a good thing todo. So 
it was suggested, as the deeds were all 
burned in the big fire, the heirs be allowed to 
go into court and establish, if they could, 
their interest under the burnt record act. 
Then, if they succeeded, the city might pur- 
chase the interest and thus perfect its title. 

“The land,” said Chairman Powers, 
could be sold for $2,000,000 if we could per- 
fect the title, and it would be a good bargain 
for the city to purchase the interest of the 
heirs for $500,000, if they can clearly estab- 
lish it.“

The City Council passed on order last 
Monday directing the Corporation Counsel 
to report by what right the Chicago Gen- 
eral and the West Division Street Car com- 
panies charged separate fares on their re- 
spective lines in Ashland avenue. Yesterday 
President Bonney of the former company 
sent in to Mr. Thornton by way of reply a 
long legal opinion, the gist of which was 
that he had nothing to say about the West 
Division company, but for his own he 
claimed the right to charge a separate fare 
and proposed to exercise it.
